until they are checked by arti- 
ficial means. 

{f, however, home owners sus- 

ect the presence of termites, 
ney should arm themselves 
vith full information on the 
ubject so they may know how 
‘o identify them, and know the 
nature of the damage, and the 
‘ontrol measures which are 
most effective. In this way they 
can deal with the trouble more 
intelligently. There are, of 
course, other insects which the 
layman might mistake for ter- 
inites. 

A leaflet -entitled “Injury to 
Buildings by Termites” may be 
obtained from the. Extension 
Service at Mass. State College. 
This js free to residents of the 
State and gives authentic inform- 
ation on termites and their con- 
trol. 

The increase in the numbers 
of termites is not due to migra- 
tion from other sections, Mr. 
Becker said, for this insect is 
native to this part of the coun- 
try. Instead, as with other na- 
tive insects, it is probably due 
to the developoment of more 
favorable living conditions. for 
an insect which was already 
present. 

The natural home of the ter- 
mites found in this part of the 
country is in the forests where 
they feed dn dead wood. When 
man cut down the forests and 
built homes, the termites were 
able to feed on the wood in them

station to have your battery 
checked you have probably noticed 
that the service station salesman 
firat sees that the water in the 
battery covers 
the plates. Then 
he takes an in- 
strument known 
as a hydrometer 
and dips it Into 
each’ battery 
cell, presses the 
bulb on the hy- 
drometer, draws 
liquid into the 
glass and from a 
graduated scale 
4 on a float inside 
the glass takes a 
reading. These readings tell him the 
general condition of the battery. 

What this all amounts to {sa sim- 
ply this: The hydrometer reveals 
the specific gravity of the solution 
in the battery, or, essentially, the 
“strength” of the solution, which is 
dependent upon the amount of sul- 
phuric acid in it. As the battery 
fe discharged the amount of sul- 
phuric acid fs reduced. If the solu- 
tion has a specifié gravity of 1.25 to 
1.30 (1250 to 1800), the battery is 
{n a properly charged condition. 
When. the battery is discharged, 
reading will be tn the neighborhood 
of 1.1 to 1.15 (1100 to 1160). 

If the hydrometer indicates that 
your battery is not up to par, the 
salesman, if he has the proper 
equipment, will suggest that you 
permit him to remove the battery 
for further test. It {a wise to let 
him do thf as he will place the 
battery on a capacity tester which 
will supplement the findings of the 
hydrometer. Faflgre to observe the 
warnings of firat. the. hydrometer, 
and then the capacity tester fe cer- 
tain to lead to bettery fatlare, which 
may occur at a moet inopportune 


time. 

Occasionally, you may be told 
there is not enough water in the 
battery to permit a hydrometer 
teat The salesman will then add 
water, but he cannot make the test 
until you have used the battery suf- 
ficiently to cause the new water to 
mix thoroughly with the old solu- 
tion Do not forget, however to re 
turn shortly for s hydrometer test.

Of all the national holidays, 
Memorial Day comes closer to 
the hearts of the American peo- 
ple. It is the: day we honor our 
heroes, the brothers, sons and 
comrades who didn't come back.

Business in this country 
swoons to the 1932 level and no 
thought is offered by anyone to 
cheer the days to come. Not 
much in the way of an idea is 
being advanced to make men fee!

feet again. Bored bv promises, 
we stand and gaze on the great 
personality who finds himself 
where Hoover stood, back in the 
days when he was being so bit- 
terly denounced. And the man 
who was to save us from every- 
thing is strangely silent.

In the midst of the last de- 
pression Henry Ford made the 
profound remark that ‘there is 
no such thing as overproduc- 
tion.” It was a startling contra- 
diction of the general assemp- 
tion at the time that overproduc- 
tion was the cause of the depres- 
sion, Now that depression has 
caught up with us again this 
same overproduction fallacy is 
being trotted forth to account for 
it, and most assiduously, by the 
administration. 

The idea seems to be that pro- 
duction and purchasing power, 
instead of being synonymous, are 
somehow in conflict, and that if 
we give the wage earned and the 
farmer more money for less 
work and sweat the taxpayer to 
provide incomes for the unem- 
ployed, recovery is at hand. 

Excessive labor cost is, of 
course, another term for over- 
production. So it is evident that 
a major cause of the present de- 
preven was not overproduction 
ut underproduction, not under- 
payment but overpayment of the 
wage earner, and it is a major 
reason why the depression con- 
tinues. 

Every disinterested economist 
is aware that an equitable distr+ 
bution of the national income is 
essential t oa stable prosperity, 
and that another essential is the 
health and hapiness of the work- 
ing population, which means a 
fair degree of eisure. But we 
have yet to find one who believes 
with the administration — that 
wage and hour rates which 
choke industry and restrict pro- 
duction are the answer or that 
any good can come from prim- 
ing a pump thus frozen. Henry 
Ford was cverlastingly right.
